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4 COUNTY POLICE 
OFFICERS SEIZED 
WHEN MAKING 
WELLSTON RAID 


Superintendent Backs 
Them — Men They 
Arrested Disappear 
—Wellston Officials 
Defend Action. 


St. Louis county police offi- 
cials today were considering 
what action to take over the 
arrest yesterday by Wellston po- 
lice of four county officers who 
were conducting a gambling raid 
in Wellston. 

As the county officers were 
taken to Wellston police head- 
quarters, the 17 men they had 
arrested in the raid disappeared. 
County police had taken their 
names, however, and warrants 
charging them with possession of 
gambling equipment and with 
setting up and keeping a com- 
mon gaming house are to be 
sought. 

Frank P. Aschemeyer, chair- 
man of the county board of 
police commissioners, asserted 
county police clearly had the 
right and duty to enforce state 
laws anywhere in the county. 
He added that he would await 
further developments before de- 
ciding whether to call a special 
meeting of the police board to 
discuss the incident. 


Hensley Supports Men. 

“I very definitely intend to 
support my men all the way in 
this matter,’”’ said Col. Raymond 
W. Hensley, superintendent of 
county police. 


*‘Although Capt. (John L.) Het- 
ley (of the Wellston police de- 
partment) has been reported as 
saying he would seek an opinion 
from the Missouri Attorney Gen- 
eral on the right of county police 
to make arrests in such cases, 
an opinion is now in our files 
upholding their right.” 

County Prosecuting Attorney 
Norman Anderson said Capt: 
Hetley had agreed to submit a 
report of the arrest to Ander- 
son’s office. The prosecutor said 
he planned no action until he 
had all the facts before him, al- 
though he agreed that county 
police had authority to make the 
raid. He said he had not yet 
heard from the county police. 

Released After Arrest. 


The county officers who were 
arrested were Detectives William 
Carson, who led the raid; George. 
Eno, Robert Schupp and Ken- 
neth Cleich, They were released 
about 31 minutes after the 
arrest. 

The Wellston police who took 
them into custody were Capt. 
Hetley and Maj. Douglas Live- 
say. Both men had conducted 
a raid earlier in the day at the 
same address — the West End 
Home Improvement Co., 1355 
Morton avenue, Three gambling 
arrests followed the Wellston 
raid. 

Although county police had had 
the place under surveillance for 
a month, the raid followed an 
involuntary tip. A county police 
officer having lunch in a city 
restamfant overheard a conversa- 
tion to the effect that a card 
game was to start at 3 p.m. The 
location was not announced but 
the officer, recognizing his un- 
suspecting informant as an asso- 
ciate of hoodlums, followed him 
to the Morton street address and 
then called his superior Officers 
who ordered the raid, 

Mayor Leo J. Hayes who had 
accompanied Livesay and Hetley 
on the earlier raid, defended his 
officers’ arrest of the four coun- 
county officers.

BRUSSELS, Belgium, Dec. 30 
(AP) — Police and _ strikers 
clashed in downtown Brussels to- 
day in a melee of swinging 
sabers and flying rocks. One 
demonstrator was killed, the first 


fatality in the 1l-day-old nation- 
wide strike. 


The striker was killed by a 
saber blow, Socialist leaders of 
the strike said. But a Ministry 
of Interior spokesman said a 
civilian fired on the demonstra- 
tors and “a man was killed.” 
Police said at least 12 persons 
from both sides were injured. 


The death on this most violent 
day of the walkout came in fight- 
ing that broke out when strikers 
stoned the Brussels headquarters 
of Belgium's Sabena Airlines. 
Socialists said the demonstrator 
was killed after several waves 
of strikers smashed many win- 
dows in the airlines terminal and 
administration building. The So- 
cialists said the victim was a 
striking painter who was hit on 
the head with a saber and died 
on the way to a hospital. 

A government communique 
said an onlooker fired a revolver 
into the crowd and one person 
was killed and another injured. 
Arrested, the person who fired 


told police that he had tried to 
free a state policeman who was 
being attacked and was in dan- 
ger, the communique said. It 
added that the state police did 
not use firearms. 


Violence in Antwerp. 


Violence erupted also at the 
big northern port of Antwerp 
and at several cities in the in- 
dustrial South, where the strike 
against Premier Gustav Eysk- 
ens’s economy program has 
been most effective. 


In Antwerp strikers wrecked 
a post office truck and beat up 
two postal workers who refused 
to join the strike.

One Question Pending. 


The court also emphasized 
that the decision was not to 


be construed as ‘‘a present de- 
termination by this court that 
the Civil Rights Act (of 1957) 
may be constitutionally em- 
ployed to require private citizens 
to continue or enter into con- 
tractual relations in respect to 
their property. That question 
will remain for decision.” 

Allthough the court’s injunc- 
tion applied directly to Negro 
sharecroppers in Haywood coun- 
ty, the ruling suggested that the 
United States District Court in 
Memphis, Tenn., consider issu- 
ing an injunction to prevent 
evictions of Negroes in Fayette 
county. 

In issuing the temporary in- 
junction, the appellate court 
said the case involved “grave 
constitutional and legal ques- 
tions” which would be consid- 
ered at a hearing Feb. 6, 


Contracts Expiring. 

The court issued the injunc- 
tion to bar any evictions until 
it can conduct the hearing on 
the merits of the case. The 
sharecroppers’ contracts with 
the landlords expire tomorrow 
night. Eviction of the tenants be- 
fore the court had the oppor- 
tunity to study the questions in- 
volved would cause “‘irreparable 
damage” to the Negro families, 
the court said. 

The three judges, Lester Cecil, 
Paul Weick and Clifford O’Sulli- 
van, were unanimous in the de- 
cision. 

The court said the injunction 
applied only to evictions threat- 
ened or made to interfere with 
a@ person’s exercise of his con- 


In the arguments yesterday, 
attorneys for the Department of 
Justice civil rights division said 
the sharecroppers were being 
driven from the farms because 
they had dared to register for 
the election. 

This was disputed by attorneys 
for. landowners, who said the 
tenant farmers no longer were 
needed because of mechaniza- 
tion and planting of less acreage.

Peiping Stresses, How- 
ever, Heavy Indus- 
try ‘Leaped Forward’ 
in 1960, 


TOKYO, Dec. 30 (UPI)—Com- 
munist China announced today 
that its production of consumer 
goods in 1960 fell far short of 
the goals because of disastrous 
agricultural setbacks. 

The Peiping regime played 
down the losses in light industry, 
however, and emphasized that 
heavy industry continued to 
“leap forward.” 


The report broadcast by the 
official New China News Agen- 
cy followed yesterday’s disclo- 
sure that more than half of the 
cultivated land on the Chinese 
mainland had been hit by ‘“‘the 
most serious natural calamities 
in the past century.” 

Floods, drouth, typhoons and 
insects ravaged about 150,000,000 
acres. The announcement lent 
credence to previous reports of 
drastic food shortages in China. 


In an apparent effort to gloss 
over the setbacks in farm prod- 
ucts and consumer goods, to- 
day’s report stressed the claim 
that heavy industry had. ful- 
filled or would fulfill its yearly 
target. 

Steel, iron, coal, electric pow- 
er, petroleum, machine tools 
and tractors were among the 
items ‘mentioned as having 
reached their goals. 

The news agency said that 
the steel production would reach 
18,450,000 tons, exceeding the 
planned goal by 50,000 tons and 
a met increase of 5,000,000 tons 
over 1959. 

“It is estimated that such 
major items as cotton textiles, 
knitted goods, cigarettes, vegeta- 
ble oils and sugar will fall short 
of their original targets,” the 
agency said.

—The International Monetary 
Fund today announced a trans- 
action by Britain which will ease 
slightly the strain on the United 
States gold position. 

Britain repurchased 16,933,500 
pounds sterling that were part of 
its subscription to the Fund. It 
paid for the pounds with 47,413,- 
800 United States dollars. 

By removing from international 
circulation dollars that might 
otherwise have been traded for 
gold, the operation helped the 
United States gold outflow prob- 
lem. In accordance with Fund 
rules, the United States Treasury 
can claim the dollars paid in by 
Britain, giving non-interest bear- 
ing notes in exchange. 


GETS 3 YEARS FOR WRITING 
THREATS TO KILL PRESIDENT 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., Dec. 30 
(AP)—Laurence G. Thompson, 
who said he likes prison, was 
sentenced to three years by a 
United States District Court 
judge yesterday for writing post- 
cards threatening to kill Presi- 
dent Eisenhower. 


Thompson told officers he 
writes such threats when he is 
drunk and can only stay sober 
when he is behind bars. His 
criminal record shows about 30 
convictions, three of them for 
threatening the President. His 
time served totals nearly 40 
years. He is 58 years old. 


150,000th Refugee in West Berlin. 


BERLIN, Dec. 30 (AP)—West 
Berlin has received its 150,000th 
refugee of 1960 from Com- 
munism, Mayor Willy Brandt an- 
nounced yesterday.

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MOBUTU SEIZES 
BELGIAN AIRLINERS 


Action Strengthens Reports 
That He Plans Drive on 
Lumumba’s Forces. 


LEOPOLDVILLE, The Congo, 
Dec. 30 (UPI) — Congolese 
strongman Col. Joseph Mobutu 
today had taken over all 15 air- 
liners of Air Congo, the domes- 
tic subsidiary of the Belgian 
Sabena Airlines. 


Seizure of tne planes yester- 
day strengthened reports that 
Mobutu was planning a full-scale 
military drive to wipe out gains 
made by forces supporting de- 
posed Premier Patrice Lumum- 
ba in eastern Congo. 

Sources here said the army’s 
requisition of the planes was 
aimed at setting up an airlift 
of loyal Mobutu troops to Kivu 
province where pro-Lumumba 
influence was reported increas- 
ing.

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BOARD VOTES 
T0 END MIDYEAR 
PROMOTIONS IN 
PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


Advancements to Be 
Only in September 
—Changing Situation 
in Colleges Is Cited 
by Hickey. 


A new policy which will elim- 
inate midyear promotion of St. 
Louis public school students was 
adopted by the Board of Educa- 
tion yesterday. 

Under the plan, all promotions 
to next higher grades will be 
made in September, instead of 
in both September and February, 
as is the present policy. 

Superintendent of Instruction 
Philip J. Hickey told the board, 
meeting as a committee of the 
whole, that the policy change was 
necessary because colleges were 
gradually eliminating midyear 
entrance classes. 

As a result, he said, February 
graduates from St. Louis high 
schools often cannot go directly 
to college and find their chances 
of gaining admission the follow- 
ing September reduced because 
they must compete with June 
graduates as well. 

Cost of Small Classes. 


Another reason Hickey gave 
for the change was the diminish- 
ing size of many high school 
classes since the three-track sys- 
tem was instituted. The cost of 
conducting small classes is al- 
most prohibitively expensive, he 
said. 

If all students entered high 
school in September, Hickey ex- 
plained, it would be necessary 
to offer many courses only once 
in a school year instead of twice. 
Enrollment in the courses would 
be larger, resulting in substan- 
tial savings, he added. 

The new policy will be put 
into effect gradually, Hickey 
said. Revision of the current 
semi-annual promotion system 
will not be completed until after 
January 1966, he said. 

It is planned that high schools 
will graduate students only 
once a year—in June—beginning 
with the classes which will en- 
ter high school in September 
1962 and will be graduated in 
June 1966. 

Thus, those students presently 
in seventh and eighth grades, 
whether they are year end or 
mid year graduates, will con- 
tinue under the existing plan. 

Other Provisions. 


However, midyear students 
now in the fourth, fifth and 
sixth grades will have to be 
relocated in classes either a 
half-year ahead or a half-year 
behind, so that they can enter 
high school in September in 
1962 and the years following, 
Hickey said. 

Those students presently in 
Kindergarten through the third 
grade will not require reloca- 
tion, since kindergartens have 
accepted new entrants only in 
September for the last two 
years, and the existing ungrad- 
ed primery program 
for advancement on an individ- 
ual, not a grade, basis, he noted. 

Hickey said he recognized that 
relocation of pupils in the fourth, 
fifth and sixth grades would pose 
some problems, but emphasized 
that each adjustment would be 
made on an individual basis and 
in consultation with the pupil’s 
parents where necessary. 

No Action Taken. 

On matters, the board 
took no action on a proposed 
resolution by board member Dr. 
Robert Rainey which would pro- 
hibit the circulation of school 
board candidates’ petitions by 
board employes on school prop- 
erty. 

However, executive officers of 
the building department, secre- 
tary-treasurer’s office, instruc- 
tion department and auditing de- 
partment, all said it was their in- 
tention to prevent the circulation 
of such petitions by school em- 


es.

The unemployed laborer re- 
counted the killing to the report- 
er, Chief of Detectives James L.

Most of the next four years 
was spent in Japan, China and 
other points in the Far East. 
Lynn liked Navy life and de- 
cided to make a career of mil- 
itary service after getting his 
discharge. He enlisted in the 
Army. 

“I lasted only six months in 
the Army,” he said. “I was re- 
pairing guns at Fort Campbell, 
Ky. in 1955, but deserted when 
I heard they were going to make 
a parachute jumper out of me. 
I was caught, court-martialed 
and spent a year in Leavenworth 
Penitentiary.”

350,000 grain elevator on the 
Chain of Rocks Canal were an- 
nounced today by the Bi-State 
Development Agency. 

Preston Estep, chairman of the 
agency's board of commission- 
ers, said an agreement had been 
reached with Illinois Grain Corp. 
of Chicago under which the 4,-- 
200,000-bushel elevator will be 
built by the agency and leased 
to the grain firm. 

Construction, scheduled to 
start by next May, will be fi- 


nanced by revenue bonds to be 
|issued by the agency and amor- 


tized from rentals to be paid by 


‘Illinois Grain under a long-term 


agreement. 

The elevator, occupying a 
about 1150 feet on the 
harbor, will be built on land.to 
be leased from the Government. 
The site is north of the 30 acres 
now under lease by the agency 


for its wharf and terminal. 


R. E. Smyser Jr., executive di- 
rector of the agency, said it was 
hoped to lease a total frontage 
of about 1400 feet. This stretch 
of harbor is just south of front- 
age planned for development by 
the Tri-Cities Regional Port Dis- 
trict. 

Negotiations with the grain 
firm for the elevator construc- 
tion had started in 1951, but 
were suspended in 1957 after 
Bi-State was unable to obtain 
legislation clarifying the scope 
of its authority in connection 
with such projects. 

Talks were re-opened last year 
after the necessary authorization 
was voted by the Missouri and 
Illinois Legislatures. 

Illinois Grain is a co-operative 
organization and has elevators 
in Chicago and elsewhere in 
Illinois.

Favors Monetary Fund Loans 


To, Offset Outflow of Gold 


An arrangement whereby cen- 
tral banks could borrow money 
from the International Monetary 
Fund to offset gold outflow was 
advocated here yesterday by E. 
M. Bernstein, former director of 
research and statistics for the 
Fund. 

Bernstein, now a consultant to 
foreign central banks, said the 
Fund should enter into arrange- 
ments with all of its large hold- 
ers of reserves under which their 
central banks would lend the 
Fund their own currency in re- 
turn for interest bearing notes 
with a gold guarantee. 

The world is approaching the 
practical limit of its capacity to 
increase monetary reserves 
through additional holdings of 
dollars and sterling, Bernstein 
said. He asserted the best way 
to deal with further reserve 
needs is through the Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund. 

Quatas of members of the 
Fund should be integrated with 
their working reserves, Bern- 
stein added. He said that if the 
United States cannot use the 
Fund when it is the largest cred- 
itor, it has weakened its reserves 
by subscribing about four billion 
in gold and dollars for use by 
other members, , 

Speaking to the same group 
yesterday, Theodore O. Yntema, 
a vice president of the Ford 
Motor Co. and author of a wide- 
ly used text on international 
trade, said the taboo on altering 
the United States international 
dollar exchange rate is ‘“‘first- 
rate economic nonsense.” 

He said he was not advocating 
a devaluation of the dollar, as 
some persons have, to stop the 
outward flow of gold from this 
country. 

Yntema suggested that adjust- 
ments in exchange rates might 
become necessary to ward off 
future financial crises. 

“Most economists favor price 


flexibility, bat are committed to 
rigid price-fixing when it comes 
to exchange rates,” he noted. 
This is not realistic, he added. 

Asserting that he had no pat 
answers on how to avoid an 
international financial crisis, he 
said, “I am reasonably sure, 
however, that these means must 
include adjustments in exchange 
rates when fundamental changes 
in cost and supply conditions 
require them for equilibrium.” 

This nation faces no inter- 
national gold crisis now, he 
said, but added, “‘we cannot con- 
tinue to run a big deficit in our 
international balance of pay- 
ments without increasing the 
risk of an international finan- 
cial crisis.”

tions, in our city but they went 
about it the wrong way,” Hayes 
said. “They should have used 
the proper procedure of notify- 
ing the department with local 
furisdiction in advance of the 
raid and obtained a search war- 
rant.”” Mayor Hayes said there 
was no search warrant for the 
raid. 

County police said the raid 
began as an inspection of a 
business establishment, which 
required no search warrant. 

“If they had evidence of gem- 
bling, why didn’t they presen, 
it to the Wellston police? Our 
police have never refused in the 
past to co-operate with the 
county police.” 

Hayes recalled that a report 
about alleged gambling at the 
Morton street address had been 
received by Wellston a month 
or six weeks ago from county 
police, but Wellston police had 
“checked it out” and found no 
evidence to support the suspi- 
cion. 

It was also charged by Hayes 
that the county officers were 
dressed rather seedily, probably 
for purposes of disguise, and 
had been assembled from the 
south part of the county. As 
such they were unknown to 
Wellston police, he said. 

The day’s events began with 
a raid at the alleged handbook 
at 2 p.m. by Capt. Hetley, Maj.

J. Ralph 
Brocksmith (deputy superintend- 
ent of county police) who told 
me they were his men. I re- 
leased them then without 
charge.” 

Hetley said it was customary 
as a matter of courtesy for 
county police to notify the de- 
partment concerned when mak- 
ing an arrest in a municipality. 


“As far as the county police 
are concerned, courtesy seems 
to be entirely lacking,” Hetley 
said, “If they had called us first, 
we would have gone along and 
made the arrests, We don’t dis- 
pute the county’s right to make 
arrests in our municipality, but 
we do resent their failure to 
notify us prior to the arrests.” 


The opinion referred to by 
Col. Hensley was dated Aug. 8, 
1957, signed by Attorney General 
John M. Dalton and addressed 
to the then prosecuting attorney 
of St. Louis county, Edward W.

By Intelligence; Interested in 
Ideas, Not Rigid Ideologies 


Appointees May Not Always Be Best 
Men Available but They Won’t Be 
Mediocre—Resemble Roosevelt’s In- 


ventive Team.

THE NEW APPOINTMENTS to the Federal Government tell 
some interesting things about Senator Kennedy. 


He is not afraid of brains. 


He may not always have picked 


the best man available for the job, as promised, but it is clear that 
he agrees with John Stuart Mill’s observation that “mediocrity 
ought not to be ee in the affairs of state.” 


Extremists of the right and 
left may have their objections to 
Dean Rusk, Douglas Dillon and 
Robert McNamara in the three 
key Cabinet posts of State, 
Treasury and Defense, but no- 
body has complained that they 
were not highly intelligent. 


WHAT IS TRUE of the first 
line of appointments is true also 
of those selected for the key 
posts below the Cabinet: 
example, McGeorge Bundy, dean 
of the faculty of arts and 


‘ sciences at Harvard, who is to 


be special assistant to the Presi- 
dent for national security af- 
fairs; Archibald Cox of the Har- 
vard law faculty, the new 
solicitor general; Pau! H. Nitze, 
the recently appointed assistant 
secretary of defense; and Arthur 
H. Schlesinger Jr., the Harvard 
historian who will be associated 
with Kennedy in one post or 
another. 


It may be that Harvard will 
have nothing left but Radcliffe 
when Kennedy gets through 
raiding his alma mater, but at 
least he is keeping his campaign 
promise to bring the world of 
ideas and the world of politics 
together. 


There have, of course, been 
political appointments, notably 
Arthur J. Goldberg as Secretary 
of Labor and John B. Connally 
Jr., Lyndon Johnson’s campaign 
manager, as Secretary of the 
Navy, and there will be more. 
On the whole, however, Kennedy 
has been harder on the old party 
stalwarts than anybody else. 


Adiai E. Stevenson certainly 
did not get what he wanted, nor 
did Averell Harriman, who is 
slated to be an ambassador-at- 
large, or Thomas K. Finletter, 
who probably will go to Paris 
as Kennedy’s ambassador to the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion. 

NEVERTHELESS, Kennedy’s 
appointments, taken as a whole, 
are intelligent, resourceful and 
energetic men, He has picked 
most of them when they were on 
the rise instead of on the wane, 
when they have dropped much 
of the ideological baggage of the 
"20s. Like Kennedy, they are 
pragmatic men, interested in 
ideas but not in rigid ideologies,

MARSHAL JUIN IS STRIPPED 
OF AUTHORITY BY DE GAULLE 


PARIS, Dec. 30 (UPI)—Presi- 
eit De Gaulle stripped Marshal 
Aiphonse Juin of authority today 
in apparent retaliation for his 
criticism of the government’s 
Algerian policy. 

A decree published in the offi- 
cial gazette excluded Juin, 
France’s only living marshal, 
from the Superior Defense Coun- 
cil which sets policy on “‘prob- 
lems . . . concerning the prep- 
aration, utilization and protec- 
tion of the resources of thexga- 
tion.”’

Kerosene spilled into the air at 
high speeds, if a fuel tank broke 
loose for instance, would be 
“more flammable and explosive” 
than gasoline, Bakke said. 


The FAA's studies of jet air- 
liner accidents “‘do not indicate 
anything startling about the sus- 
ceptibility of either fuel (to ex- 
plosion) over the other,” Bakke 
added. 


HE SAID HE KNOWS of no 
commercial airline operating 
within the United States which 
uses JP-4, but the FAA would 
have no objection to the use of 
the fuel by any airline whose jet 
planes were certified for it.

2. He is not aware of the real 
problem of financing education that 
we are facing on a nationwide 
basis. 

3. He is not sensitive to the

Laotian Powder Keg 


- Although the situation in Laos is confused 
(as usual) the fact that it is worsening is 
beyond dispute. The new elements are the 
open Soviet military aid to the anti-govern- 
ment rebels and the warning by Red China 
that it would “have to consider taking meas- 
ures to safeguard its security.” 

Is the latter a threat by the Chinese Com- 
munists to enter the Laotian struggle? Dis- 
sension in the tiny Southeast Asia kingdom 
should be of littie concern to neighboring 
China, which has a population 220 times that 
of Laos. But Chinese intervention in Korea 
must not be forgotten. If Russian interven- 
tion on one side draws interverition by the 
Western allies on the other, the strife in Laos 
could easily expand into a larger war. Is 
that what Peiping means? 

It is not necessary to know the answer to 
realize that the possibility exists and that 
every effort must be made to avert it. The 
United Nations is the best agency to handle 
the matter. But the U.N. is hampered by 
Soviet antagonism to Secretary General Ham- 
marskjold because of the U.N. Congo activ- 
ities. The dormant International Control 
Commission (India, Canada and Poland) 
might be revived. But Laos did not approve 
of the commission and the United States did 
not think it was neutral, inasmuch as India 
and Poland usually voted together. 

A basic difficulty is the disagreement on 
_Laotian policy among the United States, Brit- 
ain and France. The United States is support- 
ing the latest pro-Western regime, that of 
Prince Boun Oum. The British and French 
maintain that no government can succeed 
without participation by neutralist and Com- 
munist-led Pathet Lao elements. The United 
States thinks the British-French policy would 
open the door to the Communists. 

We believe the United States can devise 
a better policy than the one which has been 
directed toward buying a pro-West govern- 
ment. This cannot be done now in the transi- 
tion period between Republican and Demo- 
cratic regimes, but it may not be possible to 
do it at all if the Laotian crisis deepens. The 
effort for the moment should be toward 
freezing the status quo. 

News reports from Laos have been notori- 
ously inaccurate in the past and so can be 
discounted as to details. Still in the last few 
days someone fired machine-gun bullets into 
a United States embassy plane in the vicinity 
of an area where a Soviet aircraft was drop- 
ping supplies to rebels. And there is a report 
that Soviet-built planes flew reinforcements 
to the rebels from Communist North Viet 
Nam. 

If the Russian-Chinese-North Vietnamese 
Communists have determined on civil war 
in Laos the situation will have to be met. 
But before that occurs the Western allies 
should try to agree on a temporary policy 
looking toward U.N. mediation.

Caution on Defense 


President-elect Kennedy and the promis- 
ing group of men he has appointed to key 
posts in the Defense Department face more 
difficult problems than did any other new 
Administration. They are committed to the 
Democratic platform defense plank but not 
to the thought-provoking Symingtom com- 
mittee plan for drastic reorganization of the 
Defense Department. As a trial balloon, the 
Symington plan has been helpful and it also 
still is a valuable blueprint. 

For the past several years it has been 
glaringly apparent, as the Democratic plank 
puts it, that a military organization structure 
conceived before the revolution in weapons 
technology is dangerously inadequate. The 
Symington plan, intended by its designers 
as a prescription to cure this structural ill- 
ness, is similar to previous military reform 
proposals in that it is linked to an appeal 
for greater efficiency in the Pentagon, more 
co-ordination among the three services, 
swifter development of weapons systems and 
less wasteful duplication of effort. 

But from all indications this medicine is 
too strong to be stomached by some Con- 
gressional defense leaders, principally Rich- 
ard Russell, chairman of the Senate Armed 
Services Committee, and Carl Vinson, chair- 
man of the House Armed Services Commit- 
tee. Both Mr. Kennedy and Robert S. Mc- 
Namara, the new Secretary of Defense, have 
conferred with these two veterans and it 
now appears no drastic reforms may be 
attempted for the present. If the Kennedy 
Administration should press for anything 
like the full Symington plan, no doubt Con- 
gressional opponents, the Navy and indus- 
trial interests would instantly launch a pow- 
erful attack. It is noteworthy that Mr. 
Vinson, who is against any further service 
unification, described’ Mr. McNamara after 
their recent meeting as prospectively “the 
greatest Secretary the Defense Department 
has ever had.” |

Breaking the Coalition 


Word that House Speaker Rayburn of 
Texas will attempt to reduce the power of 
the conservative coalition that has blocked 
much progressive legislation in recent years 
casts a ray of optimism on President-elect 
Kennedy’s chances of getting his program 
enacted into law. The particular barrier that 
Mr. Rayburn has in mind is the House Rules 
Committee, which screens all major bills be- 
fore they reach the floor. 


There are 12 members on this committee, 
eight Democrats and four Republicans. But 
two Southern Democrats often have joined 
with the Republicans to produce a 6-6 tie 
and in this way bottle up liberal measures, 
particularly in the field of social welfare. 
Mr. Rayburn is said to favor enlarging the 
committee by one or two Democratic mem- 
bers to give the new Administration control. 


Mr. Rayburn has been under pressure by 
liberals for a long time to move in this direc- 
tion. Perhaps the reason he now is willing 
to do so is based on the fact that his col- 
league, Senate Majority Leader Johnson of 
Texas, has been elected Vice President, and 
that there will be a Democratic President in 
the White House. Mr. Rayburn believes the 
committee should be an arm of the party 
leadership, and not merely the “legislative 
traffic cop” that some students of govern- 
ment maintain it was supposed to be. 


We wish Mr. Rayburn every success, but 
the task is a formidable one. One reason is 
that the majority of House members on occa- 
sion find a committee blockade convenient 
to their own purposes. Another is that the 
House Republican leadership and the Demo- 
cratic committee chairman, Representative 
Smith of Virginia, have given notice of intent 
to fight any attempt to reduce the coalition’s 
power in the committee. Chairman Smith 
still can block action by refusing to call com- 
mittee meetings. 


Results of the Nov. 8 election suggest that 
the tide of Congressional liberalism is ebbing. 
The opening of Congress this year may offer 
the liberals their last chance for some years 
to reform this committee, 


To End Belgium’s Strike 


It remains to be seen whether the return 
of. King Baudouin from his Spanish honey- 
moon will bring a quick end of the general 
strike which has crippled Belgium and now 
is well into its second week. Hope is placed 
in the monarch because he is presumed to 
be above parties, and this primarily is a 
political demonstration by the Socialist Gen- 
eral Workers’ Federation against the govern- 
ment of Premier Eyskens. The Eyskens gov- 
ernment is supported by the Confederation 
of Christian Unions. 

The Socialists are protesting against the 
proposed austerity laws—including tax in- 
creases and reductions of welfare benefits— 
which the Premier wants as an offset to the 
economic losses entailed in the liberation of 
The Congo. This suggests that the govern- 
ment’s handling of the withdrawal may have 
been as inept at home as in Africa. At first 
there seemed to be gratification at the shed- 
ding of a costly burden. It was said that The 
Congo made so slight a contribution to the 
Belgian economy that the economic results 
could be absorbed without undue difficulty. 
Now the Socialists assert the government is 
seeking to place a heavy burden on those 


least: able to-bear it. 


With some justice on each side of this 
politieak argument, the King may be able to 
propose an acceptable bargain. If not, the 
reasonable way to settle the differences 
would seem to be not by a continuation of 
the strike, but by new elections. 


Letting Berlin Sleep Again 
Some phases of the cold war fall into the 
“sleeping dog” category; they are best left 


- undisturbed, There are times, however, when 


politicians seem unable to resist kicking 
them. The two Berlins are a case in point, 
Khrushchev could not resist issuing the Ber- 
lin “ultimatum” even if he wanted no more 
than an excuse for a summit conference. And 
Chancellor Adenauer subsequently could not 
resist warning the Communists that unless 
they changed their tune, the trade agree- 
ment between West Germany and East Ger- 
many would not be renewed after its expira- 
tion on Dec. 31. 


All concerned really knew that the two 


Germanies must get along after a fashion. 
There are bound to be exchanges especially 
between the two parts of the former capital, 
Yet Adenauer’s threat gave the Communists 
a chance to make counter-threats. In the end, 
Bonn had to back-track as gracefully as it 
could, the operation being covered somewhat 
by a “quiet but firm” warning from Wash- 
ington to Moscow not to make new trouble 
about Berlin if it hoped for negotiated set- 
tlements of broader problems. 

So early this month, representatives of the 
two Germanies got together in East Berlin, 
By Christmas Eve an understanding had been 
worked out which leaves the situation much 
as it was before. The West Germans are get- 
ting no assurances from the Communists that 
there will be no more exploitation of Berlin, 
but traffic is to move as usual. And Berlin's 
Mayor Brandt need not worry about having 
a constituency for his 1961 campaign for the 


West German chancellorship. “o 


Berlin, of course, remains a potentia 
trouble-spot. Yet for some time: to come, it 
is hardly to be expected that the Russians 
will give up the diplomatic advantage that 
accrues them from a divided Germany, 


and it is inconceivable that the West will take

Next Labor Secretary Tells Business of Plan for Tripartite Advisory Council

I am sure that I do not exaggerate 
in surmising that meetings of the NAM 
ordinarily have a host of participants 
already convinced that the labor move- 
ment and liberal politicians are the 
root of all evil. I can say from expe- 
rience that the participants at labor 
conventions, eloquently assert that re- 
actionary business men and conserva- 
tive politicians are responsible for all 
their troubles. 

So both labor and management talk 
to themselves in 
their conventions, 
adopt their fixed 
positions, and hurl 
their neatly mime- 
ographed ' resolu- 
tions over the 
fence to the oppo- 
sition, who, in 
turn, “‘answer’’ them. 

Labor-management relations in our 
country need bettering: Management 
is tougher; unions are tougher; and 
the end product has not been good 
for either side or for the public. 

I wish I had the time to deal ade- 
quately with the respective viewpoints. 

Here I have time only to say, that 
in my view, the American industrial 
scene is not one in which poor, down- 
trodden, profitless business enterprises 
have every last penny extracted from 
them by powerful labor unions or their 
political allies in government. 


Economic injury can occur when too 
great bargaining power exists on either 
side. But I think it is one of the essen- 
tials of our free economic system that 
we do not interfere to redress every 
individual instance of economic dis-

equilibrium, so long as there is no’ 


general pattern of imbalance. 


Already the public is too frequently 
saying: “A plague on both your 
houses.” And it has been my expe- 
rience in Washington during the last

I have, as a result, come to the view 
that these extraordinary times require 
something more than merely desul- 
tory talks between a few top labor 
representatives and a few manage- 
ment’ representatives, if we are to 
achieve better relations, 


My own thinking runs along the 
lines bf the establishment, by the new 
Administration, of a National Council 
of Labor-Management Advisers. We 
already have a Business Advisory 
council in the Department of Com- 
merce. We have labor advisers to the 
Department of Labor. We need to 
merge them in a joint council. I would 
hope that the Council would be able 
to restore that sense of common pur- 
pose which we had during World 
War II, and for a brief period after- 


wards, and which we need so des-. 


perately now, 

In my view, the Council should be 
tri-partite in character, consisting of 
an equal number of representatives of 
labor, management and the public. 
Tri-partitism proved itself in World 
War II. I believe it would prove itself 
equally valuable now. 

As its proposed name indicates, the 
Council should advise the President;

Dr. Cameron points out that mili- 
tary men long have realized that the 
United States is fighting its successive 
wars with a slowly but steadily de- 
teriorating quality of manpower. And 
against magnificent performances by 
American soldiers in our recent wars 
he cites the “‘mounting numbers of 
ineffectives we dare not so much as 
keep in uniform, much less commit 
to battle’ as proof that the decline 
continues. 


its value would be that it is a Presi- 
dential Council. Any down-grading of 
its function would make its work use 
less and ineffective. 

The Council would not and should 
not have any political or legislative 
functions. The Council should not in- 
terfere with our established and tried 
methods of collective bargaining. It 
should not take over or infringe on the 
fuactions of labor or management. 


I am suggesting an agency to assist 
in helping our free institutions work 
in these troubled times, not to dis- 
place them. 

The Council, out of their experience, 
should seek to recommend bold and 
imaginative programs to encourage the 
nation’s economic growth and health, 
and to advance both our business en- 
terprise and our labor movement. In 
addition to this role of advising and 
recommending programs to the Presi- 
dent for submission to the Congress, 
the Council should formulate programs 
for management and labor to follow 
in advancing industrial peace and mini- 
mizing industrial conflict. 

There is one “operational” role 
which the Council might very well be 
given. The Council could properly be 
entrusted with the responsibility of 
dealing with disputes of the character 
which we have come to term “national 
emergency disputes.” One dividend 
of the recent prolonged conflict in 
steel has been the growing recogni- 
tion that the Taft-Hartley injunction 
method is one-sided, does not help to 
settle the underlying dispute and is a 
wholly unsatisfactory method of deal- 
ing with disputes of this character. It 
is clear that we must seek a better 
way of asserting the public interest 
in disputes of this character, 


Compulsory arbitration is not the 
answer. It is incompatible with both 
our free economy and our free labor 
moveinent. Compulsory arbitration 
would have serious and deliterious ef- 
fects on the functioning of both labor 
and industry. 

Whatever the form, the impelling 
need today and for the future, is for 
labor and management in this critical 
age to work together and with govern- 
ment to solve common problems 
through the development of a programm 
which will protect and promote the 
country’s economic health and our

LOS ANGELES, Calif., Dec. 
30—Leo Durocher, who was the 
center of ceaseless storms when 
he was manager of the Brook- 
lyn Dodgers, is returning to 
baseball as a coach with the 
Los Angeles Dodgers. Official 
announcement is being delayed 
until the Rose Bowl quits hog- 
ging attention here, but agree- 
ment was reached before Du- 
rocher accepted temporary em- 
ployment as a radio sports- 
caster, 

The radio job, five broadcasts 
a week over the Mutual net- 
work, will occupy Leo only up 
to the start of spring training 
in March. Any broadcasts put 
on the air after that will have 
been taped before his departure 
for Vero Beach, Fla. 
Ordinarily the hiring of a 
coach in the big league is about 
as newsworthy as Billy Graham 
speaking out against sin. Most 
coaching jobs are sinecures 
which the manager saves for 
old cronies whose companion- 
ship he craves at pinochle or 
gin rummy. 

Durocher, however, is no 
special buddy of Walter Alston, 

‘the Dodgers’ leader, and his 
return to the club he served 
so tempestuously in Brooklyn 
days will flabbergast fans and 
baseball men, raising two 
startled questions: How in the 
world did the practically peer- 
less leader bring himself to 
accept a subordinate position? 
How does Alston feel about it? 


Yon Cassius 

The answer to the first 
seems to be that Leo is so 
eager to get back into base- 
ball that he settled for the 
likeliest opening he could find. 
For the time being, the second 
question remains unanswered, 


Most managers are acutely 
uncomfortable in the neighbor- 
hood of a potential successor. 
Conscious af the precarious 
nature of the job, they want 
no part of assistants who, like 
Cassius of the lean and hungry 
look, may think too much. 
Durocher, with an enviable 
reputation as a practicing 
genius, not only thinks inces- 
santly but also is fiercely 
ambitious by nature and has 
not, since his playing days, 
held a subordinate job or 
willingly taken orders from 
anybody. 

Walter Alston may be an 
exception among managers. 
He is a man of tranquil tem- 
perament who keeps his own 
counsel and habitually lets his 
performance speak for him. 
When he was a _ successful 
manager of Dodger farms and 
the Brooklyn job was open, 
he started to apply for it but 
tore up the letter, telling him- 
self that if his record alone 
didn’t recommend him for the 
position, he didn’t want it. 

“Funny thing, though,” said 
a man in position to know, 
“when Leo was going around 
on that game-of-the week tele- 
vision show, he felt welcome 
in every club house—except 
Alston’s. Walter seemed un- 
comfortable when Leo was 
around yakking with his play- 
ers, and after a few minutes 
‘the club house man would 
yell, as though on signal, 
‘Everybody out now. We're 
gonga have a meeting’.”

brated as the little shepherd 
of Coegan’s Bluff, left the New 
York Giants for a liaison job 
with National Broadcasting Co., 
he vowed he would never re- 
turn to baseball except as part 
owner of a club. 

Evidently he clung to that 
resolve for a _ considerable 
time, for now and then there 
were reports of baseball jobs 
he could have had except for 
demands the owners deemed 
excessive — presumably insist- 
ence on a financial interest in 
the organization.

“Trans World Airlines, in its 
international operations, uses 
JP-4 only when keroséne is not 
available,” he added. 

Bakke said the most important 
single consideration in the pre- 
vailing use of kerosene as jet) GA 
airliner fuel is the fact that it is 


cheaper than gasoline and JP-4. 

“But where kerosene is not 
available, most airlines would 
mis hesitate to use JP-4,”” he 
said. 


OF THE 22 domestic commer- 
cial air carriers which operate 
planes with jet engines or prop- 
jet engines, six are authorized 
by the FAA to use JP-4 or to mix 
it with kerosene, Bakke said, 
All 22 are certified to use kero- 
sene. 


Those authorized to use JP-4| D* 
are American Airlines, Conti- 
nental Airlines, Northeast Air- 
lines, Northwest Airlines, United 
Air Lines and Bonanza Airlines, 
Bakke reported. 

Dan Beard, assistant vice pres- 
ident of American Airlines, in 
charge of safety, said in New 
York earlier this week that 
American Airlines does not use 
JP4 on its flights within the 
United States ‘“‘and no other 
domestic airline that I know of 
uses JP-4 in the United Sta 


Bakke told the Post-Dispatch 
that several foreign commercial 
airlines operating to and from 
the United States have been au- 
thorized by their governments 
to use JP-4, 


He said he could not identify 
these airlines specifically, but 
added: ‘‘My guess is that they 
use JP-4 on the same basis as 
United States carriers — where 
kerosene is not available.” 

Of the 55 European stations 
where United States carriers are 
serviced, 48 have kerosene al- 
most always available, Bakke 
said. At seven others, kerosene 
is not always readily obtainable 
and JP-4 is sometimes substi- 
tuted, he added. 


BAKKE, WHOSE bureau is re- 
sponsible for certifying the air- 
worthiness of aircraft and air- 
craft engines, said Lord Braba- 
zon was talking about on-the- 
ground accidents, in which gaso- 
line or a fuel containing gaso- 
liné might be more dangerous 
than kerosene. 


Under “puddle” conditions, 
with the fuel spilled out on the 
ground and was not misted by 
the wind, gasoline is more likely 
to catch fire, because of its high- 
er volatility, Bakke explained. 


On the other hand, gasoline 
might be safer than kerosene if 
it hit a hot surface during 
flight, because gasoline evapor- 
ates more rapidly than kerosene 
and thus would be less likely to 
catch fire, he said. 

The differential in energy be- 
tween kerosene and JP4 is 
‘very small,” with JP-4 provid- 
ing about 200 more British 
thermal units than kerosene, he 
added. This is more than offset 
by the cheaper price of kero- 
sene, he said. 

IN LONDON, Sir William Hil- 
dred, director general of the 
International Air Transport As- 
sociation, a trade group, said 
JP-4 “is neither new nor highly 
explosive.” 

“It has been proved by years 
of use in civil and military air- 
craft,” he declared in a state- 
ment. “Its use has been sanc- 
tioned after: full consideration 
by the safety authorities of gov- 
ernments, including the Air 
Registration Board of the United 
Kingdom, of which Lord Bra- 
bazon is chairman.” 

Hildred added that JP-4 is 
less volatile and explosive than 
the gasoline used in ordinary 
automobiles. He said the air- 
lines have only one basic in- 
terest—‘“‘the safety of pass- 
engers and aircraft. Neither is 
expendable.”

NEW YORK (UPI)—One of the 
newest business phenomena, the 
suburban shopping center, is 
getting assistance from one of 
the oldest, the entertainment in- 
dustry. 

Shopping center landlords and 
their merchant tenants are find- 
ing new profits by adding mo- 
tion picture theaters and bowling 
centers. 

The general manager of a 
huge Massachusetts shopping 
center said that during the early 
weeks of operation of a new 
center recreational enterprises 
can be a powerful influence ‘in 
attracting people, and in expos- 
ing them to the shopping facil- 
ities available. 

In time, he added, this de- 
velops into a pattern of one-stop 
shopping and recreation to the 
mutual benefit of the merchants 
and the proprietor of the recrea- 
tional facility. 

Reports of successful enter- 
tainment enterprises that are 
adding to the weekly grosses of 
regional shopping centers have 
come in from Seattle, Syracuse, 
Richmond, and Pompano Beach, 
Fla., as well as Massachusetts. 

‘Excellent’ Return. 

Philip Smith, president of Gen- 
eral Drive-In Corp., operators 
of theaters and bowling estab- 
lishments in shopping centers, 
said traffic flow is not the only 
measure of the entertainment in- 
dustry’s contribution to a shop- 
ping center, The recreational 
facilities can offer an ‘‘excel- 
lent” return on investment to 
the shopping center’s landlord, 
he said.

Closing 
Costs Halt 


Some Sales 


By DOROTHEA M. BROOKS 

NEW YORK (UPI) — Closing 
costs—the very term is a mys- 
tery to most would-be home 
buyers—run so high today they 
make it difficult for many per- 
sons to buy a home and, accord- 
ing to builders and real estate 
agents, even stop a large num- 
ber of sales. 

These costs, sometimes called 
settlement charges, are amounts 
which must be paid over and 
above the actual selling price 
of a house — charges for title 
search and insurance, mortgage 
service charges and transfer of 
ownership charges. They must 
be paid all at once, in cash, 
when title is transferred, and 
the total can run from less than 
$100°to as high as $1000. 

American Home magazine, in 
a “Guide for Home Buyers’’ se- 
ries, estimates that home buyers 
are being charged, at a mini- 
mum, an unnecessary $50,000,000 
annually for closing costs and 
urged national legislation to ef- 
fect a cure for what it calls ‘“‘an 
insidious disease prevalent in 
the real estate and home insur- 
ance industries.”  . 

Generally speaking, the mag- 
azine said, closing costs are not 
determined in a logical or busi- 
nesslike manner, but according 
to custom, whim, long-estab- 
lished legal practices or what 
the traffic will bear. Their va- 
lidity has been questioned by 


* Congress and by both the FHA 
: and the VA. 


A lot can be done to cut costs, 
the magazine said. 

“It is chiefly up to our real 
estate lawyers, the title insur- 
ance companies and the mort- 
gage lenders,” the magazine 
said. ‘“‘They could do a lot to 
if they wanted to.” 

In the meantime, American 
Home points out to the prospec-

MOST ADULTS are thankful for one. thing; they don’t 
have to go to school any more. But there are times when 
T’m not so sure. High school has changed. It seems more 
fun than it used to be.

“Also it helps acquaint the youngsters with the 
treatment program at JB,” said Miss Ganahl. “We 
hope that work of this kind may lead to this genera- 
tion’s having a sound approach to mental rehabilita- 
tion.” 


It is also fun. After school one afternoon, Miss Ganahl 
and I, the 14 cast characters and two sound technicians, met 
three uniformed Red Cross motor corps women volunteers 
and were chauffeured to the Barracks. 

A. E. Egan, music therapist, showed us through the 
handsome, well-equipped studio, introduced the control per- 
sonnel and ironed out problems. Such as how do you beat 
your feet on the floor to simulate footsteps when the floor 
is carpeted? Simple, according to one of the girl sound 
technicians. You whip out a pair of extra tennis shoes from 
your pursé and beat them together. 

The play, “How to Propose,” by Conrad Seiler, was fa- 
miliar to the class, since they had rehearsed it a dozen times 
and taped it once. This was their first live audience. Egan 
announced that they would be on the air when the clock’s 
red hand pointed to four. 

“I’m not nervous,” one of the girls whispered. “I thought 
I would be but I’m not. I’m always cold like this.” 

“Ssssh,”" said several people. 

“We bring you a program of special interest,” Egan be- 
gan. “It’s a lesson. It’s going to be funny. And who knows, 
you may learn something.” 


It was a cute play, about the various ages and 
stages of romance from the cave man days (this is 
when running footsteps were needed) through knight- 
hood in flower (rattling chains for the coat of mail), 
the Nineteenth century and up to the modern era when 
girl chases boy. 


The half hour went by fast. As the “On The Air” light 
flashed off, there were sighs of relief and gabble-gabble. 

“Wasn’t that fun?” “Yes, but did you see my book 
shake?” ‘I wasn’t nervous till the middle—then whammy.” 

On the drive back, Miss Ganahl explained that this was 
only one way of varying class work. They also tape plays 
which they send td elementary schools for entertainment, do 
live shows, and this spring plan a junior version of “Hamlet.” 

“T'll be the ham,” said one boy brightly. 

High school hasn’t changed so much after all.

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Man Accused of Threat to Kennedy’s Life 


Secret Service First Heard of Richard Pavlick in 1955—He Was Cons

TON eric Biapatch. Copyrigmt 1960. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 30. 
IN 1955, a 68-year-old, white- 
haired-man with a ruddy com- 
plexion and a square-jawed face 
marched up and down in front 
of the White House. 


His sandwich board picket sign 
complained about disrespect 
shown the American flag. 


A note was made and sent to 
the Secret Service protective re- 
search section for future refer- 
ence. 


That was the first the Secret 
Service knew of Richard Paul 
Pavlick, the ex-postal clerk ar- 
rested in Palm Beach, Fia., 
charged with threatening the life 
of President-elect Kennedy. 

Pavlick, a former mental pa- 
tient, is accused of intending to 
turn himself into a human bomb 
and blow up both himself and the 
President-elect. His bond was set 
at $100,000. : 

The note on Pavlick was one 
of the 20,000 communications that 
go to the protective research 
section in a year. Uusally they 
are letters to the White House, 
complaining somewhat irration- 
ally about government. 

About 3 per cent of the cases 
go to field offices for further 
investigation. About 10 per cent 
of the investigations result in 
arrest. 

Last year there were 65 ar- 
rests, some ending in conviction 
but most resulting in commit- 
ment to a mental institution. 

It was a bad year for Pavlick, 
1955. He also tried unsuccess- 
fully to organize the Protestant 
War Veterans Legion—a group 
to include “every war veteran 
not affiliated with the Jewish or 
Catholic war veterans.” 

When Pavlick was picked up 
in Palm Beach he told author- 
ities he was a Catholic who felt 
that Kennedy was a “hypocrite” 
about his faith. But Pavlick’s 
behavior over the years indi- 
cates, among other things, an 
anti-Catholic attitude. 

When he wrote to Protestant 
ministers in the Boston area, on 
June 14, 1955, about his Protes- 
tant veterans’ group, Pavlick 
said: 

“The safety of the United States 
can only be preserved by control- 
ling or eliminating those ideolo- 
gies foreign to the American way 
of life and those who seek con- 
trol of the political future of the 
United States.” 

One of these “circulars” fell 
into the hands of Gordon Hall, a 
private investigator in Boston 
who keeps research files on right- 
wing extremists, particularly 
those who try to exploit racial 
or religious bias. 

Hall and Pavlick exchanged 
several letters about his war vet- 
erans’ group before Hall con- 
cluded that the old man was 
meeting with no success and was 
not sufficiently important to 
bother with further. 

Hall still has three Pavlick let- 
ters, in addition to the original 
circular sent to Boston ministers. 
These letters of June, July and 
September, 1955, spoke of ‘‘the 


need” to travel throughout the 
United States to “‘bring into real- 
ity an organization that will ex- 
press the will of the country.” 

‘“‘We need the co-operaion of all 
citizens who believe in separa- 
tion of church and state,” he 
wrote, ‘‘particularly in the South, 
where the best co-operation may 
come from.” 

“But he also spoke of “being 
very tired at nights. I am very 
busy tearing down a 21-room ho- 
tel at Plymouth, N. H.” 

And with no apparent rea- 
son for its mention, he wrote: 
“Two years before Fathér 
Coughlin got his social justice 
organization going, he had the 
suggestion made to him by one 
—but I called it ‘United Ameri- 
cans’.”’ 

Another letter said: ‘Having 
been into every state of the 
United States I know that many 
things are not what they should 
be, in many ways. I believe that 
only through a thorough checking 
can we protect the Treasury of 
the United States from raids 
upon it for prejudiced and in- 
tolerant groups.” 

He also wrote of ‘“‘the need” 
for a constitutional amendment 
for the separation of church and 
state, and complained about the 
“giving away” of school proper- 
ties to the Catholic church. 

Hall had used >a fictitious 
name, and the address of a 
friend, in his correspondence 
with Pavlick. The exchange 
came to an end in the fall of 
1955 when Pavlick and his large 
active dog visited Boston and 
stopped in to see his letter-writ- 
ing friend. 


Contract Bridge

1. Two diamonds. Let’s say 
you have this hand and partner 
deals and opens the bidding 
with a spade, a heart, or a club. 
Naturally, you would assume that 
your side has a game, and you 
would bid in such a way that a 
game contract would eventually 
be reached. 


The fact that an opponent opens 
the bidding should not change 
your feelings in the matter once 
partner makes a takeout double 
and thus shows that he has the 
values for an opening bid. Here 
again you should feel your side 
has a game, and the only ques- 
tion that arises is how best to 
reach it. 


The proper bid is to make a 
cuebid of the opponent’s suit. 


Rather than guess whether 
North’s best suit is spades, 
hearts, or clubs, it is better to 
bid two diamonds and force him 
to select the trump suit. Which- 
ever suit he chooses, you can 
then raise him directly to game. 

2. Two notrump. You don’t 
often hold an 11-point hand when 
partner makes a takeout double. 
Usually you have 4 or 5 points, 
maybe less, when you respond 
with a suit. But when you do 
have substantially more than the 
normal expectancy after partner 
doubles, the most common way 
of showing the surplus values 
is to jump the bidding. 

With this balanced hand that 
includes diamond strength as 
well as 11 points, the most il- 
luminating response to make is 
two notrump. 

3. One heart. We don’t have 
quite enough strength to make a 
jump response, so the only ques- 
tion is whether to respond one 
heart or two clubs. The heart 
response is preferable because 
the doubler is nearly always 
more interested in hearing about 
major suits than minor suits. 


They'll Do It Every Time 


With some obvious exaggera- 
tion: “That dog was five feet 
high, and nasty,” said the man 
whose address Hall was using.

This time he threatened 
suicide if the ‘“‘abuses’”’ con- 
tinued. 

In 1959 Pavlick again wrote 
to the White House, this time 
complaining about the way he 
had been treated in a real es- 
tate matter, and concluding 
that “something should be 
done” about this sort of thing. 

Through these years Pavlick 
was writing letters almost con- 
stantly to New England news- 
papers, complaining frequently 
about sales of school properties, 
and another recurring irrita- 
tion, the high cost of water. 

At one time, he ran his own

sent a letter to the lunch room 
proprietor threatening to shoot 
him if the juke box noise was 
not abated.

The New Films 


Comic Encounter 


IF YOU CAN imagine a “Brief Encounter,” with the em- 
phasis on the comic instead of the painful, you'll have “THE 
FACTS OF LIFE,” which is showing at LOEW’S MID-CITY 
THEATER. For the joint starring venture of Bob Hope and 

au ly, Lucille Ball, the director-writer-producer 
fo team of Norman Panama and Melvin Frank 
has concocted a story of middle-aged extra- 
marital love in a prosperous California 
suburb. It has all the frustrations and nag- 
gings of conscience of the English picture 
(or the recent “Strangers When We Meet,” 
in which Kirk Douglas and Kim Novak 
mooned over each other.) In framework it is more serious 
than Mr: Hope’s vehicles have been. But everything that was 
agonizing in the dramas has been given comic twists here, so 
that it’s as funny as Hope pictures usually are. The makers 
have swapped tenderness and poignancy for laughs. 

For instance, Bob and Lucille have a rendezvous at a 
drive-in movie. In the next car is a dry-cleaning driver who 
knows them both, and as they try to get away without being 
observed, the horn of their car becomes stuck and blares 
stridently, Remember the scene in ‘‘Brief Encounter,” where 
Trevor Howard took Celia Johnson to the apartment of a 
friend and they were shamed by almost being discovered? 
Here Bob and Lucille go to a motel. He goes out to get coffee 
but when he drives back along the street of dozens of motels, 
he can’t remember the name of theirs and drives up and down 
for hours, So she finally gives up and goes home. 

The frustrations get around to the farcical when they try 
spending a week at a fishing cottage. Then when they realize 
it’s all a mistake and try to get back to their respective mates 
before being discovered, they run into mutual friends at the 
San Francisco airport, and have quite a time wriggling out 
of that one without being suspected. (Compare the torment- 
ing scene in the railroad station in “Brief Encounter.’’) Even 
the scene in which Lucille returns to her husband (Don De 
Fore) and he is kind and understanding (the film’s one 
moment of tenderness) is very similar to the ending of ‘Brief 
Encounter.” 

The picture skirts realism rather than completely avoid- 
ing it, to try to keep the tone light. For instance, it is made 
clear that the pair never become technically unfaithful to 
their mates, although intent is another thing. Sometimes this 
effort to serve both story and comedy doesn’t quite come off, 
as when they decide at the cabin that they must return and 
face the responsibilities of their comfortable but dul] mar- 
riages. It sounds rather empty and specious. 


Thin But Diverting 


MARITAL INFIDELITY is the subject of another comedy 
this week, “THE GRASS IS GREENER,” at the AMBASSA- 
DOR, This one, adapted by Hugh and Margaret Williams 
from their London stage play, is more on the smart and 

artificial side, with a flimsy and contrived 
plot, and yet with some witty lines and such 
deft work by Cary Grant, Deborah Kerr 
and Jegn Simmons it seems brighter and 
more amusing than it should. 
Mr. Grant plays an English earl and Miss 
Kerr his wife and countess, They are 
terribly old-shoe and chat convivially 
with their intellectual young butler (well played by Moray 
Watson) who complains that he cannot write a novel because 
his life has been too happy and normal to make him a proper 
author. The huge mansion is kept open to sight-seers to foot 
the bills. One of the tourists, an American oil millionaire 
(Robert Mitchum), wanders into the earl’s private apartment 
by mistake and engages the countess in 10 minutes of glib 
conversation about the differences between Americans and 
Englishmen. They find they are in love. Presto. Almost as 
fast as in an old-fashioned operetta or musical comedy when 
undying love would blossom with three lines of dialogue. 

What follows is an affair between Deborah and Robert 
and a showdown, which is kept gay and sophisticated. Director 
Stanley Donen doesn’t come out with anything so blunt as a 
statement that adultery is going on. Rather, on Deborah’s 
trip to London we get a series of subtle but quite explicit hints 
in shots of vacant theater seats, softly closing doors, uneaten 
dinners. Mr. Mitchum is not made a menace in this; much 
worse, he is made a straight man. Mr. Grant, who can make 
the most implausible situations seem believable and amusing, 
and Miss Kerr carry off the best lines, while Bob stands 
stalwartly about and looks down-to-earth American. Jean 
Simmons also shows up as an adroit comedienne as a kookie 
grass-widow with a touch of merry malice in her tongue. 

About as far-fetched as the Earl’s benevolent calmness in 
the face of his wife’s dereliction is the climax of a courteously 
conducted pistol duel between Grant and Mitchum. Yet this 
is brought off with such amusing facility that you can almost 
swallow it. 


Joe and Jill College Invade Florida 

“WHERE THE BOYS ARE,” to explain the title of the 
picture at LOEW’S STATE, is where the college girls go. That 
is to Klorida on the Easter vacation where they swarm over 
the streets and beaches. Taken from a novel by Glendon 

Swarthout, the University of Michigan history 
professor who wrote, at the opposite pole, 
“They Came to Cordura,” this adds a schol- 
arly footnote to the history of higher educa- 
tion—a sort of soap-opera-comedy under the 
palms and on the sands of Fort Lauderdale. 
If you’re looking for youth, this is it—the 
only mature actor given any real sort of 
role is ariasied Chill Wills as the resigned chief of police in 
charge of shepherding the influx. 

It traces the springtime romances of four girls—Dolores 
Hart with George Hamilton, a suave millionaire’s son from 
Brown; Paula Prentiss, a tall, pretty brunette (actually fresh 
off the Nofthwestern campus) and a comic type named Jim 
Hutton, who reminds one of Buddy Ebsen; Yvette Mimieux, 
the fragile blonde, as a girl who comes to grief in a motel in 
the one grim note in the film, and Connie Francis, the record- 
ing artist, who seems to have the makings of a comedienne as 
she corners a near-sighted outer-space jazz combo leader. 

Mostly, it’s pretty shallow boy-girl stuff, with a more pro- 
nounced emphasis on sex—will Dolores (a good young actress, 
by the way) succumb to the blandishments of George, or will 
she get him to propose? Et cetera. It is slickly done, with many 
actual location scenes, and there is one hilarious interlude 
where a crowd of highball-happy collegians jump or fall into 
@ tank where Barbara Nichols is performing a mermaid act in 
a night club. This should attract the young set, and might 
amaze any old fogies who by chalice drop in.

He’s Always ‘on Call’ to Repair Iron Lungs 


Lamar M. Kishlar Learned How to Fix Them When Polio-Stricken Son’s Respirator Broke Down

FOR ABOUT eight vears, 
Lamar M. Kishlar, a retired exec- 
utive of Ralston Purina Co., has 
been a guardian angel for many 


polio patients in the St. Louis 
area. He was perhaps the first 
respirator repairman here, and 
is still one of the few in that 
field. 

Kishlar, an average-sized man 
with thinning white hair and a 
short mustache to match, has 
been “‘on call” day and night to 
make emergency “repairs on 
breathing equipment for patients 
in their homes and in hospitals. 
Since taking up this avocation, 
he has made improvements on 
respirators and has invented 
several refinements that keep 
them going more smoothly and 
for longer periods of time. 


In August 1952, Kishlar’s son, 
Lamar Jr., who is called Bud by 
his family and friends, was 
stricken ‘with paralytic polio. 
At the time Bud was an electrical 
engineer with Wagner Electric 
Co., in Detroit. 

The young man, then 25 years 
old, was taken to the polio center 
at St. Anthony Hospital here and 
placed in an iron lung. 

“One night Bud’s iron lung 
broke down,” the elder Kishlar 


said. ‘‘There was no one in St. 
Louis we could call to make the 
necessary repairs. It was a 
frantic time for me. My son’s 
life was hanging in the balance. 
Finally another iron lung was 
obtained and I decided right 
then, I would learn how to be a 
respirator technician.” 


In his spare time away from 
his position as buyer of vitamins 
and minerals for Ralston Purina, 
Kishlar studied textbooks on res- 
pirators and actually worked 
with spares owned by the Na- 
tional Foundation. He learned 
all about them and about the 
basic principles on which they 
work. 


“It was no time until I had 
built up a spare parts depart- 
ment in my basement here and 
was getting calls from hospitals 
and patients, referred to me by 
the polio centers,” he said. 


“Back in those days, doctors 
and patients were having ter- 
rible times with respirators. 
They were breaking down con- 
sistantly. I kept pretty busy. 


“One day I was at work when 
I got a call from City Hospital. 
A resident physician there had 
had contracted polio .and had 
been in an iron lung. It broke 
down and they called me. I got 
there in about 10 minutes. 

“I found the motor controller 
had burned out, so I called home

DON LOPER, noted designer

As an old friend of the Kennedy 
family, Sinatra will be a guest 
at the inauguration and all other 
festivities. 

For that reason, he gave 
Loper “‘a small fortune” to de- 
sign an inauguration wardrobe. 

“I’m staking my reputation 
that Frank will be the most 
elegantly dressed guest at the 
inauguration,” says Loper, 
adding: “Furthermore, I be- 
lieve he will revive a correct- 
ness in male dress that has 
been deplorably lacking since 
the 30s.” 

Inauguration visitors will see 
Sinatra sporting such touches 
as a bowler and Chesterfield top 


coat worn with his formal

morning and afternoon wear. 
For information of the young- 
er set, a Chesterfield coat is a 
form-fitting top or overcoat with 
a small black velvet collar. 
Nowadays, a Chesterfield 
might be called startling even 
for evening wear but Loper has 
designed something more ele- 
gant for Sinatra to wear over | 
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and told my wife what was need- 
ed. Then, I called a _ taxicab 
company and a cab was sent 
to get the new motor and bring 
it to the hospital. I installed it 
and everything was all right. 

“But before that spare motor 
was installed, the doctor who 
was taking care of the resident 
was pretty scared. He was pac- 
ing the halls.” 


A sequel to this experience 
came some months later, Kish- 
lar recalled, when the resi- 
dent physician improved 
enough to be sent to his home 
in Boston. Kishlar rigged up 
a series of automobile batter- 
ies in a portable frame. They 
supplied the power to run the 
young doctor’s portable res- 
pirator in an ambulance from 
the hospital to an Air National 
Guard plane, in the plane on 
its flight to Boston and again 
in an ambulance from the Bos- 
ton airport to the doctor’s 
home. 


“IT heard about a year ago 
that the young resident is well 
and is back at City Hospital 
carrying on his work there from 
a wheel chair,”” Kishlar said. 

Another time the Kishlar fam- 
ily was awakened at 7:30 a.m. 
by a nurse from Deaconess Hos- 
pital. 

“A boy had been’placed in an 
iron lung the evening. before but 
it did not seem to be working 
right,’”’ Kishlar related. ‘I hur- 
ried out without breakfast and 
went to the hospital. The iron 
lung was working perfectly, but 
the gauge was fluttering all over 
the dial. That’s what scared 
the nurses. I put on a new 
gauge and everything was all 
right. 

“There’s a lot of psychology 
to a job like this. You walk 
into a hospital or a home and 
find the people all tensed up, 
wringing their hands with wor- 
ry. I try to instill confidence

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by getting right to work, Then, 
when the job is done, you've 
never seen more grateful people 
—they almost latch onto you.” 


For his own son, Kishlar, also 
a graduate electrical engineer, 
has built an unusual breathing 
device, which Bud uses when he 
is out of his portable respirator. 

It is a commercial vacuum 
cleaner of the type that is pulled 
around on steel skids. Kishlar 
took the motor out and re- 
installed it upside-down, so that 
it would push air out rather 
than pull it in. Then he installed 
filters, ‘“‘because not even a 
speck of dust can get to the pa- 
tient,”” he warned. 

With flexible rubber tubing, 
taken from gas masks used by 
coal miners, and plastic tubing,

Kishlar directs the air from the 
vacuum cleaner to Bud's bed, 
He has used a cigarette holder 
on the end that Bud clamps mh 
his mouth. 

Bud is paralyzed, but he can 
nod his head slightly. With this 
in mind, Kishlar built an alumi- 
num frame, which clamps onto 
Bud’s hospital bed in a down- 
Stairs room of their home at 312 
Planthurst road, Webster Groves. 

Another aluminum frame was 
built for an electric typewriter. 
Kishlar hangs the typewriter on 
the bed frame and Bud can write 
letters by using a mouth stick 
to hit the keys. 

Kishlar, whose ram - rod 
stance belies his 66 years, es- 
timated he had put in about 
1000 hours keeping ‘respirators —

DEAR DR. MOLNER: I read the question concerning 
claustrophobia by ‘M.G.’ who asked if he should take a plane 
trip. I suffered from the same apprehension, and faced the 
game quandary four years ago. I had to make a 2000-mile 
trip by plane. I am an executive in a company and I couldn’t 
back out. 

I went to a psychiatrist and his conclusion was, “Don’t 
think about it. Just go.’ For days I was hoping something 
would happen to prevent my going. It didn’t. I went. 

Scared? Sure I was, but I expected to be. Since then I 
have traveled countless times by plane, 

Subway? Scared to death. 

Later I became a good friend of the psychiatrist. He told 
me that he, too, had the same fear and never flew until I did. 


‘M.G.’s’ letter represents my anxieties to a ‘T.’ I still 
shake when I ride in an elevator, and when I drive in a 
crowded tunnel. But soon I am flying to Hawaii. Scared? A 
little, but I expect it. If I don’t go, it will be worse. More 
and more fears will build up and be more difficult. 

I am not going to miss the good things in life because 
I am afraid — because my knees knock, or my heart jumps 
up in my mouth. I just say, ‘Confidence, boy. Take it easy. 
Read a book till it passes.’ JL. 

This interesting letter pretty well speaks for itself. It 
puts me in mind, particularly, of some arthritis sufferers. 
Some, who just say, “It hurts,” and refuse to move around, 
find their joints growing steadily stiffer. 

Others, who say, “It hurts — but I’m going to keep 
moving anyway,” retain use of their joints, and in some 
cases have very little trouble. 

It’s too bad that the world contains as much pain as it 
does, and too bad that some people acquire paralyzing fears. 
But these things happen, and I can think of no better answer 
than the letter appearing above. 

As to the psychiatrist who suffered from the same trouble 
as his business patient, somebody once observed, ‘‘Doctors 
are people, too!”

Q. What harm would come. 
from suil being frozen to a 
depth of several feet? 

A. If a hot summer came, the 
soil would be warmed again, but 
farmers would have to postpone 
their planting. Some crops need 
more growing time than they 
could have if weeks were lost 
while deep-frozen soil thawed 
out. 

Snow gives beauty to the land- 
scape, and gives cheer to 
millions of persons. On the other 
hand there are people who move 
to a warmer climate to escape 
snow, ice and other parts of a 
northern winter.
